I am wondering about the in­ 
fluence that bells have had upon 
the human race. 
A collection of 
Dells Is a story of the human race 
in Its aspiration toward a lilgher 
and happier plane of living. 
The 
American Liberty Bell proclaimed 
its right to liberty throughout the 
world. 
Nothing Is more inspiring than 
the ring of the church bells on a 
Sunday morning. 
Especially Is this 
noticeable In a small town, where 
the activity comes to such a rest, 
with the call of the bells heralding 
peace and good will to all. 
There 
Is religion in their very sounds. 
The bells of the cathedrals, of 
the old missions, and other sanc­ 
tuaries. have always had a tone of 
their owm, as though inspired. Poets 
and wTiters have taken bells as toe 
theme for many a masterpiece. Poe’s 
“Bells.'’ for example, and Lafcadio 
Hearn’s beautiful story, “The Soul 
of the Great Bell," as told In his 
book “Chinese Ghosts.” 
And what a thrill many of us get 
fa-om the memory of the sleigh bells 
that sang out their merry tones 
across the snows of Winter. 
Or 
that melancholy ring of the cow­ 
bell that told so much. Sir Richard 
Burton tells of “the tinkling of the 
Camel bell" In his great poem "The 
Kasaidah” 
To this very day In, Nova Scotia. 
I always welcome the sound of the 
bells that hang from Ute necks of 
those noble oxen as they proudly 
tread the roads of that Province 
Then there are the ship bells that 
tell of the divisions of time upon 
the ships, and the bells in harbors 
and at dangerous points that ring 
their warning of danger. 
Almost every phase of 
emotion 
that moves through the heart of 
man is reproduced in the many bells 
that distribute their sounds to th* 
air. 
I regret the passing of the old­ 
fashioned bells that were extend­ 
ed upon an outreaching support 
and which were rung from outside 
of a house. 
In New Orleans and 
Charleston, South Carolina, I once 
bought samples of these bells, they 
fascinated me so. 
And they had 
such a cheery ring—as though say­ 
ing: Happy tidings to you—come 
in! 
Let us hope and pray that soon 
Hie bells, at Christmas time— all 
over the world—will yet sing out: 
“Peace on earth and Good Will to 
all men.”
